Accident Toll 
Is 20 Times 
Strike Loss 


Lack of Safety Precautions 
Is Cutting War Production, 
Declares Donald Nelson 


Anti-labor propagandists have 
raised a great hullabaloo about in- 
dustrial losses due to strikes, but 
Donald M. Nelson, war production 
chief, recently revealed that acci- 
dents alone, due to lack of safety 
precautions, caused 460,000,000 man- 
days of idleness in 1941. 


That’s more than 20 times the 
losses resulting from labor disputes 
during the year, and it’s more than 
twice the aggregate of man-day 
losses caused by strikes in the 
entire past 15 years. 


In view of the fact that strikes 
this year have diminished almost to 
zero, the toll taken by accidents 
will loom far greater in 1942, and 
for that reason Nelson issued a 
strong appeal to workers and in- 
dustry to keep down mishaps. 

“Our war effort and our economy 
will be seriously affected unless 
tested accident-prevention tech- 
niques are extended into all spheres 
of our national life,” Nelson de- 
clared.

Oakland Tops West 
In Living Costs 


The cost of living went up faster 
in Oakland than in other Pacific 
coast cities in March and in the 
last six months. 

Oakland's living expenses raised 2,2 
per cent in the month, as measured 
by the national industrial confer- 
ence board. 

The board’s survey of 67 indus- 
trial cities across the nation indi- 
cated only one other manufactur- 
ing community — Meadville, Pa. — 
had a larger upturn in the house- 
wife’s budget. 

Next to Oakland on this coast, 
Los Angeles living costs soared 
fastest. The Los Angeles rise for 
March was 1.3 per cent. 

For the last six months, Oak- 
land’s costs rose 7 per cent, fol- 
lowed by San Francisco with a 6.8 
per cent rise. 

Factors pushing the board’s esti- 


mate of national living costs up 
were rises in food costs of 1.9 per 
cent, clothing 1.5, sundries 0.6, 


housing 0.3. Fuel and light costs 
remained unchanged. 

The board figured national living 
costs in March were 96.1 per cent 
of the 1923 average, compared with 
95.2 in February and 86.3 a year 
ago.—Oakland Tribune.

40,000 SEAMEN 
UNDER AGREEMENT 
FOR DURATION 


Approximately 40,000 merchant 
seamen, two-thirds of the country’s 
unlicensed personnel, signed an 
agreement stabilizing wages and 
working conditions for the dura- 
tion; the agreement was signed in 
Washington, Tuesday by represent- 
atives of four unions and the war 
shipping administration and the 
maritime commission. 

Announcement of the new sign- 
up was made by Harry Lundeberg, 
secretary of the Sailors’ Union of 
the Pacific, an affiliate. 

The pact provides that wages, 
working conditions, overtime pay 
and war bonuses be “frozen” for 
the duration. 

Monthly War Bonus 

The wage scale thus frozen now 
averages $100 per month for able 
seamen, oilers and firemen. Or- 
dinary seamen receive $85 per 
month, stewards $135. 

To each of these scales, $22.50 
is added each month for a war 
bonus, 

Existing collective bargaining 
agreements will be kept intact. 

Three other provisions were con- 
tained in the new agreement. One 
eliminated mass and committee 
meetings of crews aboard ship. 
One man in each department will 
be “ship spokesman” for that de- 
partment. 

A second clause agreed that all 
disputes shall be settled in the 
ship’s home port at the conclusion 
of the voyage. 

The third provided that the men 
respect the complete authority of 
the ship’s captain so that strictest 
discipline can be maintained.
